POWER FRANCHISE 
DISCUSSED AT 
PUBLIC MEETING 


A public meeting of some 50 towh 
ratepayers was held in the Gleichen 
Coamunty hall one night last week, 
over which Mr, J. Boyd presided. 
Two representatives of the Calgary 
Power Company were present, Mr. 
Murray acted as secretary of the 
meeting. 

Mayor Yates, when called upon, ex- 
plained that the object of the meet- 
ing was to find out the actual feel- 


iug cf the ratepayers and = electric 
light users regarding tne franchise 
recently submitted by~ the Hower 


Company. He explained that the de- 
lay in presenting the franchise was 
not the fault of the town council but 
Tather the Power Co. He said he 
knew there was some opposition to 
the terms of the franchise and that 
a public meeting was looked for, but 
he wondered wh’y the turnout was so 
small in spite of the fact that the 
meeting twas well advertised. He in- 
vited discussion and said questions 
either verbally or in writing would be 
welcome, 

Mir. Murray read. the franchise 
which contained twenty or more clau:- 
es, Each clause was discussed seper- 
ately. The first objection voiced wa 
in regard to the 10 year period, which 
was thought by several, who spok:, 
to be too long a period for any fran 
chise to run. Developments in elec- 
tric power was proceeding so rapidls 
that to tie up to any agreement at th 
present high’ rates would be a mis- 
take, A two yeair period was sug 
gested, 

Most of the clauses read were n: 
discussed probably due to the fa: 
that; they were not properly unde: 
stood, or were considered of mino 
importance, or it may have been to the 
anxiety of the audience not to de- 
lay the meeting, as the document w2 
long and the hall was getting colde 
every minute. 

The clause dealing with the rat 
¢reated a general discussion. It wa 
generally thought that after 10 yea 
of high rates the time was ripe for : 
general scaling down and that a: 
effort should be made to have thi 
done. 

Many of the questions submitts 
were not answered before the meeting 
closed. 

Before adjournment a resolutio: 
‘was moved, seconded and carried ve 
ferring the franchise back to th 
eouncil with’ instructions to try t 
e@rrange for a more satisfactory agree- 
ment—lcwer rates and a shorter p< 
iod of time. ;

‘How could you have done it so} 
fast?” asked the father in amazement. ‘Oh, it was easy,” answered the | 
child. “You see, there was a picture of a man on the other side. When 1 
put him together, the world was put together, too.” 

Men, and parties, and governments are all trying to put this old world | 
together again. The number of plans and theories and policies advocated as 
the only way in which this gigantic task can be accomplished are beyond | 
computation or classification. Speeches teem with suggestions of all kinds, | 
newspaper and magazine articles flow in an uninterrupted stream from the | 
printing presses, books are piled upon books, all presenting the speaker's or | 
writer’s idea of the particular thing that must be done. To-day’s brilliant 
suggestion is completely destroyed by to-morrow’s conribution until prac- 
tically all of us are in a fog. 


Men of prominence, leaders of their fellow men, change their views over 
night and to-day are found denouncing that which they vigorously upheld 
and championed yesterday; whole nations almost in the twinkling of an eye 
abandon policies and forms of government which for scores of years, even | 
centuries, have been accepted as traditionally sound and wise.

Communist, Socialist or Fascist, will not make business honest. There has 
been as much, if not more, graft and corruption, and just as many mistakes 
made, if, indeed, not more, under governments as there have been in public 
business, Private business has corrupted and bedevilled governments, but, 
So too, have governments corrupted, bedevilled and destroyed private busi- 
ness and made huge and costly blunders. In fact, governments, supported, 
even driven by their people, are more responsible for the present ills of the 
world than is private business as now constituted. | 

And who is responsible? Many an honest business man has been forced | 
to adopt unethical, even dishonest practices, because his customers have de- 
manded it of him. The same is true of high principalled men entrusted | 
with the duties and responsibilities of government. A government adopts a 
policy in the general public interest, it imposes a tax for the necessary pur- 
poses of government, and the average man and woman cudgel their brains | 
to devise ways and means of evading the tax and escaping their responsi- 
bilities. One person smuggles to escape paying Customs duties, another 
swears to a false affidavit to avoid paying a gasoline tax, still another 
“doctors” an income tax return, and so it goes. 

Completely changing the system will not effect a cure 
self who must change. It is the human factor that is wrong, and until it is 
made right there will continue to be dishonesty and wrongs no matter what 
the system may be, and the larger the degree of power placed in the hands 
of a few the greater the wrongs will be because the greater the power the

Seed Oats Are Scarce 


Drouth And = Early Frost 
Menaced The Visible Supply 


F. W. Townley-Smith, of Lash- 
burn, national vice-president of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
was re-elected president of the Sas- 
katchewan branch of the association 
at the annual convention held at the 
University of Saskatchewan as 
growers learned that combined effects 
of drouth and early frost had seri- 
ously menaced the visible supply of 
seed oats. So severe was the harm 
done to crops last summer that ordin-| 
ary seed might carry as many as 40 
wild oats to the pound and the as-) 
sociation discussed the lowering of 
germination percentage required in 
registered seed.

Calgary Man Walked To West Sixty 
Years Ago 

Cc. J. “Con” Duggan, at 90, recalls 
how he walked to western Canada 
from northern Ontario 60 years ago.
